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ANNUAL REPORT 


1935-1936 


September 8, 1936. 


The average enrollment for the school system year 1935-36 was 
6,841 or two less than the previous year. The high school average 
enrollment of 1,736 was eleven less than last year and the number in 
the elementary schools nine more. A study of figures for the past 
four years indicates the probability that decreases in elementary en- 
rollments have stopped, and that the high school enrollments will not 
continue to increase for a time, but will fluctuate around the levels of 
the last three years. It is estimated that for the next school year the 
grade school enrollment will be about the same and that will be a slight 
increase in the high school. 


In things attempted and in progress achieved the year has been 
one of interest. The most important event was the decision of the 
Board of Education to request funds from the Board of School Estimate 
to appropriate funds to construct additions to the Hubbard and Maxson 
Schools to provide for two junior high schools. These junior schools 
have been a part of the planned building program for many years and 
were adopted to reduce the enrollment in the high school by the re- 
moval of the ninth grade when the school became crowded, and to 
establish a modern and improved program of education for the seventh, 
eighth and ninth grades. 


The Board of School Estimate approved the Board’s request for 
$700,000 of which $385,000 was to have been furnished by the Common 
Council of Plainfield, and $315,000 from a grant from the Public Works 
Administration National Government. The Council voted the funds, 
but at a later date it decided to refer the question to the people at a 
general election. The vote was a majority of approximately 600 against 
the question. : 


The result is a delay in the time when unfavorable conditions can 
be corrected in the present established program of the high school as well 
as in effecting progressive changes for improvement of opportunities for 
the whole student body. 


In spite of this delay, I think it can be assumed with confidence 
that the citizens of Plainfield will ultimately decide to accept their re- 
sponsibility to its youth by furnishing adequate school buildings for a 
full and modern program of education. 


Although the administration of the high school is difficult under 
present conditions, every effort has been made during the two years of 
Dr. Jones’ principalship to bring about changes which will serve better 
the individual needs of the students. Teachers have been assigned to 
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guidance work. Opportunities for individual conference between pupils 
and these teachers have been greatly increased. A new form of record 
cards for each pupil have furnished more scientific data for direction 
and guidance within the school as well as for college entrance. 


When the high school shop building is completed four additional 
rooms for special subjects will be available. One room will be used 
for the band and orchestra and instrumental music of other sorts. At 
present it is necessary to use the corrective room of the boys gym- 
nasium for these activities. The electrical work classes will be trans- 
ferred to the new building and the electric and machine shop in the 
basement of the old building will be joined to provide a room of suf- 
ficient space for the machine ship. Classes in printing and automobile 
mechanics will be instituted in the remaining two rooms. When these 
changes have been made the opportunities for education and training of 
the youth in practical arts will have been greatly improved. Graduates 
of the practical arts courses can be assured of sufficient experience in 
woodworking, mechanical drawing, metal working, machine shop prac- 
tice, electrical work, automobile mechanics, and printing to disclose 
their mechanical bents and also increase their possibility of employ- 
ment and advancement in industry. 


I am glad to report that the year has been most satisfactory in the 
results achieved by the teaching force. Full credit is given to the 
well qualified supervising and teaching staff which has maintained a 
generally high spirit of interest and accomplishment in the system.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
ATTENDANCE DEPARTMENT 


BOARD OF EDUCATION—1935-1936 


To the Board of Education: 


Section VII of the state law provides for a “thorough and efficient system 
of free public schools for the instruction of all children in the state between 
the ages of five and eighteen years of age.” Article XV compels parents “of 
a child between the ages of seven and sixteen years’ to see that he attends 
“a day school where such instruction is given.’ Only change of domiciliary 
residence, death or expulsion by the Board of Education are good and suf- 
ficient reasons for dropping a child within the ages of seven and sixteen from 
the school register. ‘his article also embodies provisions for issuance of 
School Exemption Certificates, Age and Working Certificates and regulating 
of child labor. Section 17 of Article XV authorizes a Board of Education 
to “appoint a suitable number of qualified persons to be designated as attend- 
ance officers for the purpose of enforcing” this law in the school district. 
Investigating causes of absence and attempts at remedy, with the issuance 
of working certificates for 7,000 public school children and almost 2,000 
parochial school children is then my task. 


Our percent of attendance of recent years has been 92 or 93% for the 
year. Absence then is only 7 or 8% of the possible days of attendance. 
From my monthly reports submitted it is evident from the classified causes 
of absence that major causes are not preventable—being legal reasons—the 
greatest of whichis “illness of the pupil,’ “transfers,” etc. “Truancy” and 
“delinquence on the part of parents” accounted, in May for instance, for only 
11% of the 326 cases investigated or 11% of the total 7% of absence—actually, 
“truancy’—35 cases, and “delinquent parent’”—42. However, this apparently 
small group of preventable absence presents a tremendous challenge to 
school, home and community for study, analysis and remedial treatment— 
and that process must be thorough, deliberate, complete and involves reference 
to school reports, home investigation, cooperation with local, county and 
state agencies for solution, endless time, patience and copious records. While 
only two percent of the school population contributes to the problems and cost 
for law enforcement and incarceration, it is much less expensive to discover 
early tendencies and remedy causes than to foot the state bills for housing in 
institutions. 


In a study I made this year with the help of Dr. Frankel, Statistician 
of the State Department of Institutions and Agencies, I found that in De- 
cember, 1935, there were 237 Plainfield offenders in State Institutions at the 
cost to Union County of $45,974.73. Local law enforcement costs $146,331.00 
a year. Local agencies for prevention of crime including education, recreation 
and public welfare cost $818,500.00. Local law enforcement then costs three 
times the cost of social work, fourteen times the cost of recreation and com- 
mittment for 237 persons costs approximately 6% of the cost of education 
for 7,000 public school children. We can educate 1,777 children one year for 
the yearly cost of committment and law enforcement. Does this not show 
that we can well increase our preventive program as an economy measure? 


In the development of a school program for the prevention of personality 
and conduct disorders, the attendance office stands in a strategic position to 
discover the great nucleus of urgent cases for special study. Truancy and 
unexcused absence are symptoms of unsolved problems in the fields of 
education, health or social surroundings of the child in trouble. Most chil- 
dren who have difficulty are fundamentally and righteously dissatisfied and 


unhappy. There are four main classifications of difficulty: 
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School maladjustments 
Social ills 

Health hazards 
Recreational needs 


1. Many truants are children over age for grades in which they are 
placed and thus defeated by abstract academic work not at all suited to their 
abilities. Repeated failure results in hatred of school, rebellion to all it repre- 
sents and their reaction is a normal one to an assigned task impossible of 
their accomplishment. 


Of the ten outstanding problem children from eight families (two boys in 
each of two families) selected for special study three years ago all were of 
inferior intelligence, retarded for their age with 1.Q.’s from 78-85. Ejight of 
the children were then in grade schools doing poor work and two were then 
in the Special Opportunity School. Since then five of the grade school 
children have been transferred to the Special Opportunity School and are 
adjusting much better to school life; two are still in grade schools, but in 
special classes in those schools and one child has been placed in the children’s 
home because the parents were habitual drunkards. (The father was sent 
to the county jail for 90 days and the mother to the House of. the Good 
Shepherd for at least a year as a result of investigating school absence.) 
This group of children represents only a small part of the number of dull 
normal children who are absent and truant because of disinterest in an ab- 
stract educational program to which they are unresponsive and points the need 
of psychological analysis, psychiatric study and organization of more special 
class work with the emphasis on manual instead of academic training to de- 
velop a partial success rather than to continue failure. 


2. Many truants suffer from unrecognized or untreated physical defects 
or diseases or from mental conflicts or disorders rendering them un- 
enducable until those contributing causes are remedied—if remedy is possible. 


The cases of absentees this year have revealed T.B. conditions, chronic 
enuresis, dental needs, infected ears, skin diseases, anemia, malnutrition, de- 
fective vision, emotional instability. Children suffering from these ailments 
have been sent to Bonnie Burn Preventorium, referred to the Board of 
Children’s Guardians for placement away from the home contributing to the 
condition, to the hospital clinics through the School Nurses and to the 
psychiatric clinic for diagnosis and recommendations. 


3. Unwholesome social conditions—inadequate incomes, drunkenness of 
parents, lack of supervision by employed mothers, insanity of parents, im- 
morality, neglect, severe punishment and a host of other phases of unfor- 
tunate homes—cause others to be truant. 


In our present dreadful economic condition, parents of large families on 
relief are at a loss to properly clothe and feed children for school. It is not 
only a local, but a state and national problem—what to do with transient 
families on public relief—and for the large families of P.W.A. workers. All 
agencies recognize the fact that a mere $60 a month is far from an adequate 
living wage for some 40 of Plainfield’s families. Sixty percent of the babies 
born in U. S. A. this year were born to families on relief—so it appears that 
we will have this problem of providing for this class of dependents for a long 
time. The local agencies are working on the problem of establishing major 
responsibility for the supplementary relief needed. Frequent reorganization 
of public relief for this group this year has presented a real problem of school 
attendance. In the three cases of chronic alcoholism of adults which directly 
contributed to school absence of minors, the families were referred to police 
and social agencies for help. Two insane mothers and one insane father 
were referred to the Visiting Nurse Association for advice’ and help and 
family welfare agencies were asked to help supervise the home. Where both 
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parents or the only parent is employed, the family welfare agencies have 
given help in reducing family strains by placing very young children in the 
children’s home to make schooling for children of school age possible who 
were kept home to care for the babies. One High School boy suffering 
from cruel home abuse of a stepmother was placed in Bonnie Burn Pre- 
ventorium, given lessons by his teachers of Plainfield High School and 
allowed to come back to take final examinations. He passed two subjects 
with A’s and the other with C plus and will be promoted. He has gained 
twenty pounds and is in fine physical condition, but will stay at the Pre- 
ventorium this summer and will be placed in a private home where he can 
go on in High School this fall. Another ten year old boy suffering under 
similar conditions was placed in the children’s home. 


4. Lack of recreation and supervised leisure time with little spending 
money results in idle hours and the temptations for vagrancy, petty thievery, 
gang groups, panhandling, “junking’—and the thrill, with occasional income, 
of these sub-rosa activities which pale the attractions of an orderly school 
room with 30 to 40 neatly dressed classmates regimented in rows in two 
sessions every day. 


To remedy this situation the extra-curricula school activities, school clubs, 
organized public recreation, the Scouts, Y’s and summer camps render im- 
measurable service. Individuals who are not yet regimented in one of these 
groups are referred to their directors and free memberships are willingly 
offered and friendly welcome is extended. 


It is thus evident that a majority of the causative factors in a child’s 
behavior happen off-stage as far as the school is concerned. There must be 
adequate means to study that social background to satisfactorily know a child 
before attempting to solve his dilemma which results in absence from school 
—or if he is not absent to prevent his failure. The counsellors and teachers 
must have access, not only to records of social histories, but to medical, psy- 
chological and psychiatric reports. It is important to hold conferences of 
teachers, principals and social workers to discuss and plan these complicated 
adjustments. 


It is often just as important to advise parents to take out of school, their 
children over 16, (the maximum compulsory age) who are absent without 
excuse, disinterested and failing—thus forming “satisfied to fail” ideals worse 
for them in future years than the socially significant fact that they are “going 
through school.” Twenty-eight such High School students were recom- 
mended to leave and consequently were withdrawn by their parents. Since 
High School training costs approximately $110 a year for each child, this 
has been a decided saving to the local Board of Education. 


It must also be evident from the’ above facts that we need more home- 
school visitors for this task for 9,000 school children, that we need the advice 
of a school psychologist and psychiatrist and the machinery to unify and 
evaluate such reports in classifying and assisting problem children. It is 
estimated that at least 50 children from the school enrollment of a place the 
size of Plainfield are potentially delinquent. It is also considered necessary 
to have one. home-school visitor for every 2,000 school children. Is it not 
worth while to consider this preventive work and what it could save in pre- 
venting commitment to Institutions? Since September, 1935, we have had 
the following numbers committed to Institutions: 


children to Bonnie Burn Preventorium 
children to Children’s Home 

children to private homes 

children to private home school—Bonnie Brae 
child to Glen Gardner 

child to Skillman Village for Epileptics 
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1 child to Jamesburg—State reformatory 
1 parent to County Jail for 90 days 

1 parent to House of Good Shepherd 

1 parent to Clinton Reformatory 


We have made ten complaints to the Juvenile Court, an increase of three’ 
over last year. These complaints involved seventeen hearings—seven in the 
referee’s court and nine in Elizabeth court and one in local police station. We 
have requested seven psychiatric examinations; four through the Juvenile Court 
and three through the state diagnostic clinic. There would be many more 
such psychiatric examinations requested, if we had the facilities of a school 
clinic. With such expert recommendations within the school, a child would 
not have to be referred to court to have the benefit of this service, as was done 
in the four cases mentioned above. 


A very valuable, and often overlooked use of home-school visiting, is one 
of interpretation. By that I mean acquainting parents with the agencies 
organized to help, and of which they are completely unaware. Countless 
mothers exclaim to me, “Oh, so there is a tuberculosis clinic!”; “You think 
my boy will be eligible for C. C. Camp!” Or, “So you have a school dental 
clinic! Dll send Johnny tomorrow.”; “I didn’t know there was a psychiatrist 
in town. When will he be here?’; “I didn’t realize there was a night 
school.”; “Tell me, what vocational courses have they in the High» Schook 
Can I send Mary to learn cooking and sewing there?’; “Well, then, perhaps 
you will tell me where to apply for the widow’s pension.” And many, many 
more—all followed by sincere appreciation—for it is not easy to raise and 
educate Mary and Johnny under the stresses of most of the homes that give 
us our problem children! 


Is it too much to ask of the Board of Education to appoint a Child 
Welfare Committee, composed of members of the school committee of the 
30ard, the Superintendent of Schools, the Attendance Officer, a guidance 
teacher and-any -other "members deemed advisable by the Board—for the 
purpose of studying the needs mentioned above by: 


(a) Reviewing cases recommended for court procedure and deciding 
whether that is the only recourse. 


(b) Reviewing and. passing on cases to be referred for psychiatric ex- 
aminations, institutional committment or child placement.

The school year 1936-37 has been favorable in results achieved and 
progress made. Our capable force of teachers, principals and super- 
visors have done highly commendable work. They have maintained a 
high degree of enthusiasm and interest in their work with the children 
and youth of Plainfield. 


In the high school real progress has been made in the counselling 
service, with the result that the students have been better placed in those 
courses in which their interests and abilities lie. The teachers appointed 
to do guidance work have given much greater opportunity to the students 
for advice and counsel about their problems in school. 


The testing program has been of great advantage in determining 
effectiveness of instruction and in revealing abilities of individual stu- 
dents in different academic subjects. The results of these tests recorded 
on each student’s record card has furnished a means of offering better 
counselling services to pupils, as well as aiding teachers to a better under- 
standing of the students in their classes. In many instances the students 
themselves have been interested in improving their knowledge of 
certain subjects after their relative deficiencies have been determined 
by the tests. 


During the year the Rotary Club of Plainfield, as a part of its 
vocational service work, instituted employment placement bureaus in 
the Plainfield and North Plainfield high schools. In doing this the 
Rotary Club recognized the necessity for greater service than there 
existed in two aspects of employment, first, the furnishing of adequate 
information to the prospective employer about the employee, and, sec- 
ond, a definite recognition that assistance should be rendered to the 
boys and girls who eagerly seek positions. Since the inception of this 
service it has been used by employers, but not to the extent approaching 
the inherent possibilities of the idea. 


Our high school is retaining a high percentage of the youth to the 
compulsory attendance age of sixteen, and many more beyond that age 
_ than in the years previous to the depression. More and more we are 
providing opportunities for training which will prepare them better for 
their vocations. In so doing, necessarily large sums of money are being 
spent in their education. It 1s obviously an unintelligent procedure to 
turn them loose from school with no planned attempt to secure them 
positions or to follow them up after employment has been secured. At 
a cost ridiculously small, in relation to the total amount now spent on 
their education, personal service can be provided for placing high school 
pupils in positions, as well as advising and counselling after employment 
has been secured. Such service should be extremely valuable in the 
direction of the employed youth toward a continuance of his education

into adult life, with resultant improvement in employment possibilities 
as well as the most important broadening of their lives by continued 
intellectual pursuits. 


A relatively small number of our high school students go to col- 
lege. The large number who go to work after leaving school can well 
profit by an extension of the school system’s interest in them. After leay- 
ing, numbers of them now voluntarily seek further educational oppor- 
tunities in our evening schools. A personal follow-up should greatly 
increase the number. 


The next step in our guidance work should be the employment of 
a man qualified in personnel work to give his full time to exploring 
the employment possibilities of this area, placing high school students 
in positions, and keeping 1n touch with them for a reasonabl e time there- 
after for vocational and educational advice. 


I note a general improvement in the spirit and morale of the high 
school. There are many opportunities for further advances, but lack 
of space in v:hich to carry on new activities or extend and improve the 
old, prevent our going forward. 


There is one section of our school system where we are behind 
other progressive systems. This section 1s composed of the seventh, 
eighth, and ninth grades. The seventh and eighth grades are now con- 
eregated in seven different schools. In none of them are numbers 
large enough to separate the pupils into groups so that they may be 
directed toward the courses which they will pursue in the senior high 
school. Unquestionably there is great loss in giving the same program 
to all pupils of the eighth grade, when experience of many years in 
other school systems proves that they are ready to select a differentiated 
course in this year. The ninth grade, a present freshman high school 
class, suffers by being placed in our crowded high school with boys 
and girls who have grown away from them in maturity and interest. 
It is generally accepted that the association of pupils of the seventh, 
eighth, and ninth grades is much preferable from the standpoint of 
social development, 


There is little doubt that ultimately the community will decide to 
bring its school system up to date, by providing junior high schools. 
They have long been a part of the program of the Board of Education. 
I think we can have faith in the fact that our citizenry is no different 
than that of other communit:es which have gladly accepted the re- 
sponsibility of furnishing full and adequate opportunities for their 
children.
